John F. Quinn, president of 
the Central Labor Council, and 
candidate for City Councilman, 
said that he is basing his cam- 
paign for election April 19 on 
the ground that Oakland now 
has a “do-nothing” city council. 

“For the past eight years, 
Oakland has been held back, be- 
cause the Oakland City Council 
does nothing except to make 
plans, but so far has done noth- 
ing to carry them out,” Quinn!

AFL RECOMMENDATIONS, Ff Effort to Kill 
MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS 


Says Demo 


Assembly on Monday 
passed and sent to the State 
Senate a bill increasing work- 
men’s compensation by $7.50 a 
week, so that in the future 
jthere would be maximum pay- 
ments of $42.50 a week for tem- 
porary disability and $37.50 for 
permanent disability. This 
should not be confused with 
disability insurance, which is 
quite separate from any pay- 
ments authorized under ‘the 
workmen’s compensation law. 


The bill was passed by the 
Assembly after a sudden “ré- 
versal of position by Assembly- 
man Thomas W. Caldecott of 
Berkeley, chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee. 


| Caldecott had said in a letter 
to Robert S. Ash, secretary of 
the Central Labor Council, that 
\the bill, officially known ‘as 
AB-510, could not be given a 
|hearing by the Ways and Means 
Committee until sometime in 
|May. 

Ash at the March 28 meeting 
of the CLC read aloud Calde- 
lcott’s letter, the exact wording 
of which was that “the meas- 
jure cannot be heard until after 
the committee has completed 
jits hearings on the budget, 
|which will be sometime in May.” 
CALDECOTT’S FLOP-OVER 


| In the April 1 issue of East 
Bay Labor Journal the reading 
aloud at the CLC meeting of 
Caldecott’s letter was reported, 
and this comment made: 

“The Legislature closes..on 
jJune 8, so if the Ways & Means 
'Committee should defer until 
late in May its hearing on AB- 
1510 it might well get lost in the 
jhurlyburly of the closing days 
‘of the session.’ 

Caldecott indicated in his let- | 
ter that he disliked the bill. 

The editor further suggested 
that as things stood it looked 
as though the bill had “the 
same chance of getting through 
the Ways & Means Committee 
that an arctic hare has of get- 
ting acros sthe Sahara desert 
during a heat wave.’ 


On Monday, April 4, the very 
first legislative day after the 
April 1 issue of East Bay Labor 
Journal had appeared, Calde- 
cott’s Ways & Means Commit- 
tee rushed to a hearing the bill 
which was to have had no hear- 
ing until May, and sent it to 
the floor of the Assembly, re- 
ducing the suggested compensa-

caried an ‘implied’ appropria- 
tion. Thus, under Rule 62, the; 
measure had to be re-referred| 
to the Ways & Means Commit- 
tee. 


‘MALONEY AGREES’ 

“Certainly you, as a promi-) 
nent labor official, must realize, 
that official bodies operate) 
through established rules of pro-| 
cedure over which no individual) 
has control. When the Legisla- 
tive Counsel ruled that this 
measure carried an implied ap- 
propriation, and thus was sub- 
ject to Rule 62, Mr. Lincoln had 
no choice but to sustain the 
point of order. Had Mr. Ma- 
loney (author of the bill) been 
in the chair at the time, he too 
would have been compelled to 
sustain the point of order. 

“After this occurred Mr. Ma- 
loney, one of the finest friends 
that organized labor has ever 
had, had to admit from. the 
floor of the Assembly that the 
ruling. was correct, 
startled he was to learn of the 
opinion since this point of order 
had never been raised in the 
past.
